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Nebraska vs. 


Joe Cipriano’s Nebraska Cornhuskers bid a fond fare- 
well to The Coliseum this evening as the Huskers host 
archrival ‘Ted Owen’s Jayhawks from the University of 
Kansas. 


The Coliseum has been the home of the Cornhuskers 
since 1926, but hopefully by this September the Huskers 
can move into their new arena located on the state fair- 
grounds. 


And it only seems fitting that a Nebraska-Kansas contest 
should close out the colorful, 49-year history of the Coliseum. 


Kansas leads the overall series 110-50. All ready this year 
these teams have met twice and Kansas has won both times. 
At the Big Tournament the Jayhawks squeaked by Nebraska 
63-62 and on Feb. 5 Kansas defeated the Huskers in Law- 
rence 72-44, 


Revenge minded Nebraska, 14-10 overall and 7-5 in the 
Big 8 (4th place), will be led by junior All Big 8 guard 
Jerry Fort. After 24 games, Fort is averaging 19.9-points and 
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after 12 conference clashes the all-time Nebraska scorer is 
averaging 22.8. 

Leading rebounder for the Huskers is rugged, 6-7 sopho- 
more forward Bob Siegel. Siegel has a 24-game total of 206 
rebounds and an 8.6 average. In Big 8 play, he is averaging 
10.5-rebounds. 


Kansas is 17-7 overall and 9-3 in the Big 8, tied for Ist 
place with Kansas State. In its last game at Colorado, the 
Jayhawks defeated the Buffs 78-76. 


Leading Kansas in scoring are 6-10 senior center Rick 
Suttle and 6-6 senior guard Roger Morningstar. After 24 
games, Suttle is averaging 14.0 and Morningstar is hitting 
11.5-per game. 

Rebound leader for the Jayhawks is 6-8 sophomore for- 
ward Norm Cook. He's averaging 8.2-rebounds and in second 
place is Suttle with a 6.3 average. 

Against Kansas, Cipriano is 8-22. Overall, the Husker 
coach will be trying for his 209th career win and his 166th 
Nebraska triumph.
